Hunters Point has been definitely 
selected as a naval base for the 
Pacific Coast. It will form part 
of the general naval defense pro- 
gramme for the entire Pacific Coast 
which has been developed by the 
commission of which Rear Admiral 
James 'M. Helm is the head. 

This is the word direct from 
Washington yesterday. And with 
that message of prime interest to 
the Gan Francisco Bay comimuni- 
ties came ; the announcement that

given assurance that the coming 
Congress will have the complete 
plan before it for early considera- 
tion. It is fully expected that this 
winter will mark the beginning of 
the legislation which will be neces- 
sary to put into form the huge 
and. tremendously costly plan for 
the naval defense of the whole 
coast, 

It was upon this plan that the 
Helm commission composed of dis. 
tinguished naval experts made a 
tour of investigation of the Pactfic 
coast last winter. And it is this 
plan that includes the Hunters 
Point site as the fleet base for the 
coast. 

The project includes the construc- 
tion of at least two drydocks capa- 
ble of handling the largest ships 
that can pass through the Panama 
Canal, besides equipment for hand- 
ling all the ships of war which may 
be in service on the Pacific Coast. 
It is estimated that the develop- 
ment of the Hunters Point site will 
mean the expenditure on the work 
alone of $25,000,000 and the em- 
ployment of an army of mechanics. 

Several factors appear, according ! 
to the information receivéd here, to 
favor this site in the eyes of the 
Washington officials. The climatic 
conditions making for the highest 
degree of efficiency in labor, count 
to a large extent as does the avail- 
ability of the site. | 

The decision of the Helm commie. | 
sion to place the new naval station | 
at Hunters Point sends the hopes | 
of the Bast Bay section glimmering 
and fixes definitely the location of 
the naval base fer the Pacific 
Coast, Several sites Were offered by 
the people of Alfmeda and Con- 
tra Costa counties to the govern. 
ment, but according to the above 
all of them were rejected. It is sald 
that the tnitigl outlay for the work 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$25,000,000.
